The death of Leland Stanford re- 


moves one of the moat famous men of 
the riiuiflc coast. 
He will be reinem- 


mered as one of the most successful 
business men of the century and as the 
founder of the Leland Stanford, Jr., 
university, the most richly endowed 
college in the world. 
He was one of 


the original projectors of the Central 
Pacific railroad; arid that enterprise, 
one of the most heroic ever under- 
taken on this continent, was brought 
t'J u Hiiciredsful conclusion in spite of 
well nigh insurmountable obstacles, is 
due more to his unsurpassed financial 
aiul executive ability, possibly, than, to 
that of any other man. 
Out of the 


profits of this enterprise Leland Stan- 
ford became many times a millionaire. 


His creation and endowment of the 


Leland Stanford, Jr.. university is the 
chief monument that will perpetuate 
his name. 
While it is true that this 


great follego was named after his son, 
it is the name of the illustrious founder 
that will ever be linked with it. 


Senator Stanford's life presents a 


phenomenon of self-development that 
would be impossible in any country 
other than in the United States. 
He 


was born at Albany, N. Y., March 9, 
1824, 
and as a boy working on his fa> 


ther's farm, was early made acquainted 
with toil. He earned the money nec- 
essary to enable him to .study law, and 
after being admitted to practice went 
west to Chicago, thence removed to a 
little village near Milwaukee where he 
enjoyed a fairpractice for several years. 
In 1852 ho removed to Sacramento, 
where he engaged in the mercantile 
business, accumulating considerable 
property. It was at this time that at 
the instance of Theodore D. Judah, the 
engineer, he became interested in the 
projected scheme to build a railroad 
across the continent. In company with 
Huntington, Hopkins and Crocker and 
others a stork corporation was formed 
which was destined to accomplish the 
task. 


.Senator Stanford was one of the war- 


time governors, having boon elected to 
that ollicc in California in 1861. Since 
then lie has been twice elected United 
States senator. 


Of ull the famous men of wealth of 


ivceat years, Senator Stanford may be 
said to have been the nearostapproaeh 
in.it the philanthropist. 


KI>.M1'M>S ON 
SilLVKK. 


Senator O<><>. V. Edmunds of Ver- 


mont is quoted in the Press dispatches 
yesterday with the following views in 
regard to silver legislation, which shows 
the aged statesman to be na fully in 
accord with the stiver advocates in 
their demands for silver remonetiza- 
tion as could bo wished: 


'• [ have no legislation to propose be- 


yond the repeal of the Sherman law 
and return to the monetary laws which 
existed In-fore 1S7H. I have no doubt 
that lhe<jppration of the Sherman law 
helped to bring about the present 
crisis. When we passed the Sherman 
act we worn between the devil and dee;: 
son. Something hud to be done, as a 
crisis was pending. I voted for the 
measure and am willing to take my 
share of the responsibility, although I 
was not personally in favor of it. A 
canvass showed us that if we did not 
pass the act the silver men would pass 
u fi-oe silver bill. I urged in caucus 
that the operation of the act be limi- 
ted to flv<> and then to ten years, but 
the amendment was not reported. 


" I think it. would he well to go back 


to the currency law which existed be- 
fore the (Maud law. Gold was then 
coined at tin- mints free of charge. 
Silver was also coined upon the pay- 
ment of se'iKuorage by the owner of Hie 
bullion, and if not enough for the needs 
of the currency presented, the secre- 
tary of the treasury was authorized to 
buy sufficient (inuntities, and in this 
way the demand and supply regulated 
itself and silver was not driven out of 
use. I do not believe in dispensing 
with silver. If such arrangements can- 
not be made, why not fix a new ratio 
between gold and silver, based on the 
present market value? No such ratio 
would be permanent. It would have 
to be changed t'rouigUmc to time as the 
production of gold or silver increased 
or decivu.'tcd, but I thiiikjif u fair ratio 
wore ilxoa now it would last twenty 
years. 1 have not much faith in the 
.settlement of currency by international 
congresses. Tun European idea is to 
use silver different from us. 


SKXATOB MARTIN- has been misquoted 


by the Associated Press on the silver 
(liiestion. 
What the Kansas senator 


did say on his return to Topeka last 
week was this: 


" The silver men, Democrats and Re- 


publicans, are in favor of the repeal of 
the Sherman silver bill only on condi- 
tion that something better can be 
agreed upon to take its place. The 
original Bland bill would be acceptable 
as a compromise, or the suggestion 
made by Senator Plumb In his speech 
of July, 1890, for the free coinage of 
American silver, would do. All agree 
that the Sherman bill is an infamous 
measure and that it was gotten np for 
the express purpose of injuring the 
standard of silver, but its uncondi- 
tional repeal would be a practical de- 
monetization of the metal" 


This does not sound as if Martin fav- 


ored the unconditional repeal of the 
Sherman law, or that he was committed 
to the restoration of the Bland act, uu- 
amended by a compulsory 
coinage 


clause.

MENLO PABK, Oal., June 21.—The first 


tidings of Senator Stanford's death 
which reached the outside world were 
sent by the Associated Press corre- 
spondent from the little town of Menlo, 
but a few minutes after it was discov- 
ered that the senator had breathed his 
last.

He heard a 
gasp, and seeing that something was 
wrong he gave the alarm first to Mrs. 
Stanford then to his private secretary, 
Mr. Nash. When Mrs. Stanford reaohed 
the room her husband had breathed 
his last. Mr. Nash at once sent for the 
local physician, Dr. Stollard, but there 
was nothing left for medical skill. 
Death resulted immediately from heart 
failure. Mrs. Stanford, though over- 
come by the shock, bears up wonder- 
fully and moved about, directing all ar- 
rangements with wonderful firmness. 
The only time she was entirely pros- 
trated was when she left the body in 
charge of those who were to perform 
the last offices. 


Arrangements for the funeral of the 


deceased senator are all completed and 
will doubtless meet with the approval 
of Mrs. Stanford. She has seen no one 
to-day but her brother, Charles Lath- 
i-op, her niece, Mrs. Taylor, and Stephen 
M. Gage. The services will taka place 
Saturday in the chapel at Palo Alto 
university. Thpy will be very simple.

tor, who was always a staunch friend 
of the railway engineers, requested that 
when his pallbearers were selected they 
should consist of a number of engin 
eers selected from those longest in the

Treasury Finance*.

WASHINGTON, June 21.—The shipment 


of gold from London to New York, 
news of which was received this morn- 
ing, is looked upon as showing that 
the tide in gold exports has turned. 
For the past three weeks no gold has 
been exported. As a consequence the 
treasury department has been gaining 
gold during that period, the net bal- 
ance to-day standing at $M,050,310. In 
thu building up of this gold the treas- 
ury department has redeemed nearly 
six millions of dollars of gold certifi- 
cates. The amount outstanding to-day 
being $96,070,000 against $104,000,000 
on the first of June, while the receipts 
and expenditures of the treasury de- 
partment have been kept about even 
during the month. It is stated the 
balance to-day is $26,420,415; $12,253;-' 
000 in subsidiary silver and minor coin 
and $11,921,000 in national bank depos- 
itories. 
The statement shows the 


treasury is provided with a good work- 
ing currency balance, so much so in- 
deed that it is probable, though as yet 
not determined, to anticipate the 
quarterly interest due July first on 
United States foiu per cent bonds and 
Pacific railroad bonds and pay this 
interest next week. This would re- 
lease $7,000,000 now in the treasury and 
put a like amount in active circulation 
in the business centers of the country.
